MiatPins, May 25.—By the arrival 


of the Luminary, we get the following 
sketch of the campaign of Gen. Grant 
since the 15th inst; 


On the 15th the larger part of the 


army lay stretehed out from a point a 
few miles west of Raymond to Jackson, 
anticipating an attack from the direc- 
tion of Edward's Station. 
Gen. Grant 


suddenly massed his forces between 
Raymond and Bolton, Sherman moving 
down from Jackson, north of the rail- 
road, and towards Edward's Station: 
McPherson moving towards Bolton: 
Blair's division and Ransom's brigade 
of McArUmr's division arriving at Ray- 
mond from the west. McClernand's 
corps afterwards lay on or near the 
main road from Raymond to Bolton. 


On the 16th the movement towards 


Edwards' Station began, Hovey's divis- 
ion of McClernand's corps, followed by 
MuPhersou's on the right, by the road 
from Bolton ; Osterhans' division, fol- 
lowed by Carr's, on the center by a 
middle road, and Smith's division, fol- 
lowed by Blair's on the left by the first 
road from Raymond to Edwards' Sta- 
tion. 
Ransom's brigade afterwards 


moved up.as a reserve behind Carr's 
division. . The action was begun about 
8 A. M., by an attempt of the enemy 
to turn our left, which was promptly 
met and checked by Smith's division. 
The bulk of Jhe enemy's force was then 
massediipon our right and centre, held 
by Jfcvey's division. The struggle 
here was moat bitter, until about 2 P. 
M.,- when--Hovey, being strengthened 
by Crocker, began to drive the enemy, 
while McPherson, having come up on 
the right; swung around and turned the 
enemy's left,, Osterhaus' division, on 
the center, had in the meantime kept 
up a vigorous and steady pressure of 
the enemy. At abont half-past 2 P. M. 
the day was decided in our favor, and 
the retreat of the enemy began. It was 
soon converted into an ignominious 
rout 
We captured about 3,500 pris- 


oners, nineteen field guns, and an im: 
mense number of small arms, and a 
large amount of ammunition and stores 
st Edwards' Station, which we occupied 
that night 


On the.lTth at daylight McClernand's 


corps advanced from Edwards' towards 
Big Black, and about 1 o'clock attack 


his "division, was then commanded 
Gen. A. Bf Lee.

Ai soon 'as the works were taken 


Gen.. Lee proceeded to construct a 
floating bridge over the Big Black, on. 
which the corps of MoCier_n«tld ami 
McPherson crowed early next morning, 
and marched on Vicksbnrg, Sherman's 
corps having in the meantime, crossed 
on a pontoon bridge five miles above. 


On the evening of the 18th, o;ir army 


came in sight of the works immediately 
in the rear of Vicksburg. and distant 
'from the city about two mile*. 


On the I Oth'our general movement 


toward the works began, Sherman on 
the right, McPherson in the center, and 
McClernand on the left. 


At 2 P. M. a general charge of Mc- 


Clernand's division was ordered. Gen. 
A. L. Lee, when he was leading the 1st 
Brigade of Osterhans* division, was 
wounded severely, but not dangerously. 
He is now on his way North for treat- 
ment 
Our forces gained ground on 


that charge, and held it, but not cap- 
turing any of the rebel redoubts. 


On the JOtli the same style of opera- 


tions was followed along the whole line, 
our forces creeping up slowly towards 
the works, our sharpshooters, at' many 
points, getting so near as to prevent 
ihe enemy from working his guns, and 
our artillery being rapidly and closely 
advanced upon the enemy's works.
